Pistol Gamble 


Proves F atal 
To Protessor 


PRINCETON, N. J.—(P)—A 25- 
year-old Princeton professor put a 
pistol to his head and killed him- 
self Saturday night in what au- 
thorities listed as a game of “Rus- 
sian roulette.” 

Police said friends of Dr. Alli- 


lson Williams Bunkley told of 


watching him pull the trigger twice 
but nothing happened. He refused 
to quit, they said, and laughingly 
announced he’d “do it just once 
more.” 


That attempt sent a .32 caliber 
bullet into his right temple. He 
died at Princeton hospital. 


Dr. Bunkley was the son of a 
retired rear admiral, Joel W. Bunk- 
ley, of New York City. His grand- 
father was the tate Sen. John 
Sharpe of Williams, of Mississippi. 


The young professor had earned 
considerable renown as an expert 
on the Argentine.

Warplanes of the future will fire 
‘deadly rockets at other planes as 


Southern Tech, 96-69, on the Ogle-'touch with Al Capone, the paper well as at stationary land targets, 


according to an announcement 
'from the local Naval Air Station. 


Termed the first succesful air-to- 
‘air rocket, the missile was de- 
veloped by the Navy Bureau of 
Ordnance. It is small enough to be 
carried in quantity by its mother 
yet fast and powerful 
enough to destroy any Known 
plane with a direct hit. 

Nicknamed the “Mighty Mouse,” 
the new rocket has passed succeéss- 
‘ful firing tests from Navy aircraft.

Initial plans for the rocket were 
started in early 1948. Tests were 
at the Naval Ordnance Test 
‘Inyokern, Cal.

Don't Cripple Georgia's Dairy Industry 


As far as we can determine the bill 
which has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture to prohibit use of any buf Grade A 
milk in ice cream would accomplish cnly 
two results. 


It would run up eonsiderably the price 
of ice cream to the consumer. And it 
would cut the heart out of an important 
element of Georgia’s growing dairy indus- 
try. 


The Health Department is not back of 
the bill. We have queried physicians con- 
nected with the Health Department and 
they tell us use ef grade B milk in ice 
cream making, as is presently customary 
in Georgia and the other 47 states, does 
not constitute any hazard whatever to 
health. Grade B milk is clean and pure. 
What makes it grade B instead of grade A 
is the fact it is not produced under the 
same stipulated conditions such as con- 
crete floors in milk barns, electric milkers, 
white-coated attendants and other expen- 
sive accourtements. 


Those very conditions surrounding the 
production of grade A milk prohibit many 
small Georgia farmers from producing it. 


Juvenile Court System 


We are told that behind Rep. Lawton 
Miller’s vigorous objections to the State- 
wide juvenile court proposal is that his 
county of Bibb has an excellent juvenile 
court setup which it wants to preserve 
and does not want integrated into a 
State-wide system. 


We are delighted that Bibb has a ju- 
venile court it can be proud of.

The Pistol-Toter's Law 


The Senate last week passed a bill 
stiffening requirements for obtaining a 
license to carry a pistol. 


Under this measure licenses would 
have to be obtained from the Superior 
Court judge instead of the county ordi- 
nary, as at present. This is on the theory 
that the Superior Court judge is better 
informed on personalities in the crime 
world and therefore better can judge each 
applicant. That is a logical assumption 
and we think this provision is sound. 


But the measure also provides that 
each applicant must post a $200 bond in 
order to obtain a license. Sen. Roy Le- 
Craw, of Fulton, opposed this. on the

But they can and do produce grade B and 
it is an important supplement to their 
normal income. If ice cream makers are 
forced to use grade A only in their prod- 
uct, these farmers—the very ones most 
needing a market for their product—will 
be put out of the dairy business. And the 
entire industry will suffer. The public 
also will suffer. 

Georgia now is on the verge of becom- 
ing an important dairying state. Cheese 
plants are beginning to move in, adding 
another market for grade B milk. But if 
the ice cream market is eliminated pro- 
duction of” grade B milk will virtually 
cease and the cheese factories will go else- 
where. se 

No other State bans grade B milk from 
ice cream making. 

There are rumors, which we have not 
been able to substantiate, that the bill to 
outlaw grade B milk in ice cream is 
backed by producer-distributor organiza- 
tions. We hope that is not true. At any 
rate we don’t think the Legislature ought 
to, or will, pass any such bill that does 
not have the stamp of approval of the 
State Health Department 


ding such a court to other counties and 
districts in the State? 

Mr. Miller says juvenile delinquency is 
almost entirely restricted to urban coun- 
ties. That is in error. Crime, including 
juvenile delinquency, is greater propor- 
tionately in rural areas. Also, it is in- 
creasing faster. 

Georgia needs a State-wide juvenile 
court system. We hope the General As- 
sembly will provide it. 


ground that it would work a hardship 
on pistol clubs and law-abiding citizens 
generally.

Facts Behind the Lodge Amendment 


WASHINGTON—One of the strongest factors in the Senate’s passage of the proposed constitutional 
amendment to do away with the electoral college and modernize our system of electing Presidents and 


Vice Presidents was the nonpartisan support back of it. 


of the two authors of the amendment. 


In the Senate the resolution was sponsored by 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, Republican, of Mas 
sachusetts, while its counterpart was offered in 
the House by Representative Ed Gossett, Demo 
crat, of Texas. 

The vote by which the resolution passed ini 
tially in the Upper Chamber was also more or 
less nonpartisan in character, although a greater 
preponderance of Democrats supported it than 
Republicans. Republicans divided, 18 
against the Amendment, while Democrats favored 
it to the tune of 46 to 4. 

Among the opposing *Democrats, only two 
were from the South—the two Virginia Senators, 
Byrd and Robertson. It is interesting to examine 
the compelling reasons behind the virtual unanim- 
ity of the Southern contingent. Usually they split 
up in as many ways as the Republicans. 


One of the arguments put forth by Repub- 
licans in behalf of the amendment was that it 
would help to break down the one-party sys- 
tem in the South, as well as in the other so- 
ealled solid States of New England and the 
North Central area. Obviously, that was no 
selling point with Southern Democrats since 
it is te their advantage to maintain the 
present one-party system. They were guided 
by other considerations almost entirely, al- 


What persuaded the Southerners to act with 
unanimity on the question was the f 


to 23, 


This was reflected in the political affiliation 


that the Lodge-Gossett amendment, if finally 
adopted, would result in both major parties get- 
ting away from the practice of catering to special 
minority interest groups in presidential elections. 
As the situation exists under the present electoral 
college a minority group may often determine 
the way a big block of electoral votes will go in 


some State. New York, with its 47 electoral votes, 


offers a striking example. Here is a large block 
of votes, equal to the strength of a dozen of the 
smaller states combined, which are delivered in a 
single package, depending on which party carries 
the state in a presidential election. 


So long as the balance of power is held in 
states like New York by a relatively small mi- 
nority group the political managers of the two 
major parties are out to get support from these 
minority elements at all costs. The genesis of the 
President's civil rights program, vigorously op- 
posed by Southern Democrats, is to be found in 
these minority groups, 


Party jmanagers and candidates for President 
have been willing to make concessions of the kind 
to the minority groups in the hope of carrying the 
big electoral vote states, even though they were 
directly antagonizing a larger block of voters in 
other states. They were able to do so because 
of the knowledge that the solid states of the 
South would remain Democratic, regardless. 
There might be defections but not enough to lose 
the electoral votes.

This startled me so I sat looking at him for a moment trying 
to collect an answer. About the time I had it ready he upset me 
again by saying, “I was wrong. It was the A-bomb that will be in 
the new world.” 

All I could think of was, “I think you are right.” 

This was not a very bright answer, but it seemed to satisfy 
him. I looked after him and he went back to sit before the TV 
set to listen to some dogmatic, cocksure, all-wise commentator 
giving the world thé “facts” on the oombs. 

“I think the cowboy picture would be better,’ I suggested, 
even though they disturb me almost as much as dogmatic com- 
mentators. 

“All right,” he said. “All he is doing is talking. 
showing any pictures of bombs.” 


: In one of General Dwight D. Eisenhower’s talks 
Economics he speaks of “the economics of war.” 

At a time when there. is so much talk of the new weapons, 
guided missiles, “homing” missiles, gigantic rockets, and so on, the 
public pulse which reflects at all the excitement of such develop- 
ments is made to quiver and leap by the hot, burning breath of 
the hydrogen bomb which can, in one gust of consuming hell, 
consume a city the size of New York. 

At such a time it might be well to come back to the feet of 
Gen. Eisenhower and his.talk about the economics of war. After 
all, he loosed more fire power than the world had ever seen before 
anayfent M, flaming and exploding across France and into Ger- 
mamy, and t man is still privy to all that is going on.

Costs “When we talk of new weapons, awful, mysterious and 

o! unbelievable power, not merely the public, but some- 
times the military are led into strange paths which cause them 
to forget certain facts,” he said. 

“One of these is the economics of war. That means not merely 
the cost in money, but in men required to constryct the weapons, the 
raw materials, the technicians and so on. 

“One such proposed weapon will cost many millions, if one 
considers it from the time the iron and metals making up alloys 
were dug from the earth. 

“Now, if such weapons are to be fired over long distances, and 
directed by special, costly mechanisms, plus further guidance by 
spotter planes or bases, we must assume that some of them will 
not get there. Something will go wrong with the usual and in- 
evitable percentage of those fired. Still others will, because of 
some freak of terrain or accident of landing, fail to do all that 
was expected. So, we may safely assume a dozen or so will 
not wipe out a city and that several hundred will not win.a war. 


“We must think of them, if the theory is a war 
Thousands is to be fought only with these new weapons, in 
terms of an inexhaustible supply, with thousands of them fired 
across a long span of time. It is questionable whether any na- 
tion, even the totalitarian ones, can stand the strain of this sort 
of cost.” (The steel towers to fire a large rocket are at least six 
stories tall.) : 

Gen. Eisenhower, as one learns from his public speeches, is, 
and has been, one of the chief forces behind research end experi- 
mentation in new weapons. Thanks largely to him and his staff, 
and to Gen. Marshall, this nation got quickly into modern weap- 
ons and ours were most impressive to the other armies of the 


world 
Weapons Even so, the Germans were far ahead of the rest 
of the world in rockets and guided missiles. We 
found the Germans well along with other weapons which, had they 
been able to hold back our invasion another eight to 12 months, 
might even then have turned the tide. The V-2 rocket was a fear- 
ful weapon. New ones being built were even more formidable. 
Because of the vitality given the General Staff by Gen. Eisen- 
hower and his aides, this country is well along in all fields of 


experiment and new weapons. 

Heat The H-bomb itself is a point. We have known all along a 
hydrogen bomb could be made if heat, equal to that of the 

sun, could be produced. That we could not do until we came up 

with the atomic bomb. Its explosion vroduces heat equivalent 

to that of the sun. So we can produce an H-bomb once we work out 

the tools and the machines. 

That discovery may then enable man to step on to a new 
and more terrible weapon. 

The prophets of doom have plenty of material. It is possible 
for an atomic explosion to set off a chain of events which will 
destroy the earth. Hydrogen explosions may burn it up. 

If any hell-fire fundamentalist wishes a sermon suggestion, I 
respectfully refer him to the H-bomb. That may be just what 
Revelations was talking about. The heat of the H-bomb is as 
hot as that in any of the lakes or furnaces of hell.

They're Easier Than Thinking 


In Battle Creek, Michigan, on July 30, 1949, a Mrs. Zilpha 
Perske asked her husband for a hundred dollars, and when he 
wanted to know what it was for, she refused to tell him. One 
word led to a thousand others, and finally the hysterical house- 
wife ran into the bedroom, teok a rifle from the closet and shot 
herself. 

Mrs. Perske hung on for two days, and during that time her 
husband not only gave his blood to keep her going but per- 
suaded friends to do the same. A few minutes before she died, 
he learned what she had wanted the hundred dollars for—to sur- 
prise him on his birthday with a new hunting rifle. 

Holdup One night in the Spring of 1924, in the middle of the 

Illinois flatlands, the engineer and the fireman of a 
fast mail train found themselves looking into the barrels of a 
couple of guns. The men behind the guns told them to stop the 
train and back it up to a crossing they had just passed. 

At the crossing, four men wearing gas masks stevped out of a 
sedan. After shooting the glass out of the mailcar window, they 
tossed a tear bomb inside, and when the mail clerks came out the 
bandits went in. When they drove off, they took with them 60 
bags of registered mail which contained $2,000,000 in cash, jewels, 
and negotiable securities. 

The case was assigned to Bill Fahy, the Post Office Depart- 
ment’s ace inspector, and in a matter of hours, road blocks were 
set up, suspects were being questioned, and detectives from New 
York to San Francisco were on a 24-hour shift.

The proposed deal has just 
come to the attention of the Fed- 


eral Narcotics Bureau officials, —

Narcotics agents don’t know 
whether the Communists’ intent 
was to flood the United States 
with opium, but they do know 
it was of a grade considered ideal 
for pipe-smoking purposes.

Exist in One-Room Trailer

This is a sob story. ; ! 
We have always hated them. The saccharine, senti- 
ment-drenched tales studded with Sunday School plati- 
tudes and punctuated with weak-eyed pleas for help made 


us want to léck our pocketbooks and growl out Scrooge- 


like comments against charity and give-aways. 

Yet there are some stories which should be voiced, stories of 
personal tragedies and desperate needs about those who will not 
ask for help. 

. Mrs. Myrtle Rakeshaw, 523 Sunset Ave., has such a story. 

It began in October when her home burned down and her 
husbdhd, Otis Rakeshaw, left her and her son, William, a spastic 
case, 29 years old. 

-Friends gave the Rakeshaws a trailer where they have lived for 
four months in one room, with no water, washing facilities or toilet. 
Cold in Winter, the trailer temperature soars to 115 degrees in the 
Summer. 

Since she can’t leave her son for any length of time, Mrs. Rake- 
shaw, who is arthritic, supports herself by ironing, sewing, selling 
eggs and doing janitor work at Center Hill Methodist Church 
for $12 a month. ' 

William helps her with this job. He can neither read, write nor 
talk, and the only distinguishable word he can sound is “Mama.” 
Mrs. Rakeshaw has sent him to the State asylum, but he was so 
unhappy there that she took him out, vowing to keep him as long 
| as she.could. ° 
| Mrs. Rakeshaw’s dream, for herself and her boy, is to rebuild 
her five-room house so that she can rent out three rooms and 
have. two for herself and her boy. Three furniture stores have 
offered to furnish the house. A brick mason has volunteered his 
services and 25 carpenters have offered three hours of free gdabor 
e to build the house. Five lumber companies have offered to 
- sell Mrs. Rakeshaw the lumber at cost. But she can’t afford to 
buy it. With an income of $12 a month, she can’t afford even the 
necessities of life. 

This, so far, is her story. Perhaps it is all there will be to tell. 
Maybe it is only the first chapter.
